The CX reader speeds the processing of data, which 
has been collected from slower speed equipment, by 
relaying the information at 1000 words per minute. 

Data stored in punched tape is sent over long dis¬ 
tances via high-speed, tape-to-tape systems, auto¬ 
matically and accurately. 

This new Teletype reader is used at the sending 
terminal of these systems where punched tape mes¬ 
sage and data information is “read out" in the form of 
parallel-wire, electrical pulses. These pulses, in turn, 
may be converted externally to sequential signals by 
Teletype electronic storage and conversion equipment. 
With these facilities, and additional terminal equip¬ 
ment, the CX can be used for transmission over con¬ 
ventional telephone channels. 

The CX reader is capable of interoperating with 
transistorized or vacuum tube external circuits.
